Is the Church first plunged in the bath, 
and then, the Church and the bath, im- 
mersed in the word? Why should this 
‘obscurity be thrown around the truth, ap- 
parently that the idea of immersion may be. 
set forth? But turn to our Bible: | 

-Cleansed with the washing of water as 
the sign true of inward and spiritual purifi- | 
cation by the word as the means, according 
to, the words of the Savior: Sanctify 

them through thy truth ; thy word is truth.” 
- The meaning here is clear and according 
to the analogy of Scripture. Ido not deny 
that in classic Greek, lowo and loutron may 
sometimes signify to bathe and bathing, but 
the verb, as used in the New Testament, 
as we have seen, means the use of water 
for the purpose of washing, with the idea of | 
cleansing, the idea of a bath, or bathing be- 
ing perfectly inadmissible in some cases. 
Why then did not the new versionists allow 
the use of water in washing as an emblem 
of purification to remain prominent as we 
have it in our Bible, that we might sanctify. 
and cleanse it with the washing of water, 
which would be in accordance with the lit- 
eral meaning of the word, the analogy of 
Scripture and the scope of the context, 
rather than to magnify the idea of ‘the 
“quantity 6f the fluid employed in the use 
of the word’ bathing, with the Toss of the 


full significance of the idea of emblematical | 


cleansing and purification which, all through 
the Scriptures is attached to the idea of 
washing and sprinkling, but which does not 


_ pertain, in the usage of the sacred writers, 


to the bath and bathing. This, it seems to 
me, is unworthily magnifying the letter at 
the expense ofthespirit. This careful nurs- 
ing of the idea of the quantity of water 
by the use of the term bathing, with the 
loss of the purifying idea expressed by 
washing, is doubtless in view. of the fact 
that by most commentators the washing of 
water is supposed to refer to baptism ; hence 
the power of water.as a purifying emblem, 
‘which is most certainly the sense in which 
it pleased the Holy Spirit to use it in this 
text, in common, also, with the whole anal- 
ogy of Scripture, is weakened by the use of 


bathing as a figure, that a sofficient quan- | 


tity of water may be presented in the idea 
of a bath to answer the idea of the immer-- 
sionist translators for an “immersion of the

I am strengthened in this view because 


the idea of bathing in the .text is not ‘suf. = 
fered to rest with water, but is. carried on |
